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Want To Go Back? 

Among people who (like us) have been around 
for some time, the conversation sooner or later drifts 
back to the “old” days. That time in 1927 or ’28 when 
we won the baseball tournament. Or the record crop 
twenty years ago. Or the dances they used to hold in 
Gus Peterson’s bam. 

Take taxes. In the old days taxes were about $20 
per quarter, but look at them now. This is usually fol¬ 
lowed by a moment of- shocked silence . . . each of 
the group busy with his memories. \ 

We have memories too. We remember ploughing 
through mud a yard at a time on almost any rural 
road, or staying home because it looked a mite like 
rain. We remember the little old one-roomed - schools, 
each with a bam to accomodate the horses of kids who 
rode to school. The major items of equipment in such 
a school consisted of a flag, a globe, a map of Canada, 
one box of chalk and six black-board erasers. The 
teacher’s salary might go as high as $840 per year 

... if times were good. 

In those days health services were sketchy* in¬ 
deed; and hospitals in large centres were for those 
who could afford such luxuries. Babies were bom at 
home and, with aid of a local midwife, nearly always 
survived. Pre-natal care was left to Mother Nature 
and post-natal care consisted chiefly of washing be¬ 
hind the-ears. 

Bat times and conditions have changed since 
then. Dirt roads are hard to find. So are little school 
houses. Ratepayers no longer work out part of their 
taxes with a team hitched to a slip or fresno. Children 
are now picked up at their farm gates and vanned to 
schools which leave little to be desired in the way of 
modem equipment. Local services of all kinds have 
been vastly improved and expanded even during the 
past few years. So have many of our farms. So, we 
hesitantly suggest, have living conditions in general. 

All these changes and more are a part of Pro¬ 
gress. And even if the price we have to pay for it 
sometimes seems high, we really wouldn’t want to go 
back to the old ways. —Municipal Counsellor 

Still a Saturday Night* Town 

The experiment of Brooks stores remaining open 
on Friday night each week does not appear to be too 
successful from either customers’ or merchants’ view 
point. Already some business men are talking of 
changing to late Saturday night opening, closing all 
day Monday and remaining open all day Wednesday 
such as is practised in Bassano. 

We believe such a move is a mistake. 

Whether we realize it or not, the backbone of an 
enterprising and resourceful community and its repu¬ 
tation as a hospitable, friendly and fair place to deal 
depends directly on those conducting a business in 
that community. 

A town such as Brooks closing its doors to 
customers for a full day each week will not have its 
good reputation enhanced. It is true that staffs of re¬ 
tail stores (and the proprietors) are entitled to their 
leisure hours too, but unfortunately these businesses 
have a moral obligation to serve the public to the ut¬ 
most. Having regard, of course, to working hours 
each week and the not incidental matter of being in 
business for a profit.-———-— 

Good reputations are built by “serving the pub¬ 
lic.” We believe our agricultural people would like to 
see a return to late Saturday shopping with the con¬ 
tinuance of the Wednesday half-holiday.

In addition to the above rooted 
trees there will be good supplies 
of hardwood cuttings of Russian 
and N.W. Poplar and Luurel Leaf 
Willow. 

When preparing land for tree 
planting, I would suggest that the 
width of the row be made to fit 
your tillage machinery. This is the 
most practical method for weed 
control after planting. 

If coniferous trees are your in¬ 
tention, it is an excellent idea to 
plan on a row of shelter on either 
side of the new trees. Corn, sun¬ 
flower or like plants are well suit¬ 
ed for this purpose. Care should 
be taken that the shelter rows do 
not touch the evergreen plants but 
should be close enough to provide 
good shade. If evergreen trees are 
planted without shade, the needles 
tend to scald due to direct sun¬ 
shine and some losses may occur. 

To order trees, visit your Field 
Supervisor or District Agricultur¬ 
ist’s office. Tree applications can¬ 
not be mailed out- Plan now and 
order your trees soon while the 
selection lasts. Every year more 
and more farm families are taking 
advantage of these trees to 
beautify their farmstead and pro¬ 
vide shelterbelts for their fields 
and livestock. 


Too Precious To 
Allow Any Waste 

After the repeated warnings 
about the shortage of hay this 
winter, chances are the larger 
areas of choice grass, clover, etc., 
won’t be overlooked. The man who 
won’t be able to afford expensive 
hay, or who won’t want to sell 
cattle when the market isn’t 
favorable simply because he can’t 
feed them, will be gathering every 
available scrap of hay. He won’t 
omit the coarser material around 
sloughs Cfnd he’ll scour for and 
harvest small amounts in corners, 
odd places, along highways and 
roadsides. Better to have some¬ 
thing for cattle in that critical 
March 15 to April 15 period, even 
though it’s not the finest feed, 
points out A. M. Wilson, Alberta’s 
Field Crops Commissioner. 

Provident farmers who know 
they have enough feed will be put¬ 
ting up extra hay as well. They 
should find a ready market for it, 
and their less fortunate friends 
will certainly thank them. 

Severe winters mean long feed¬ 
ing periods. Don’t be caught short.

Duck Hunting 
Opens Sept. 6 

Duck and goose hunting opens 
Sept. 1, in the northern zone of 
Alberta and Sept. 6 id the south¬ 
ern zone, the Canadian Wildlife 
Service, Department of Noithern 
Affairs and National Resources, 
announced today. 

As usual, there is no open sea¬ 
son for Ross’s goose and wood 
ducks. 

The seasons are of the same 
duration as last year, closing on 
Nov. 29, in the nor and Dec. 13 in 
the south. Wilson’s snipe seasons 
are Sept. 1-30 in the northern zone 
and Sept. G to Oct. It in the south¬ 
ern zone. 

Main change in the migratory 
bird regulations is that no hunter 
may use a boat to * drive birds 
within range of a waiting hunter.
